Where it Was FoMrf li a Pile of Drift

toMika Creek. 


A flood never fail! to bring out 
things tbat are unusual and mure or 
less interesting, and tbe high water 
ot tbis week is no exception. Among 
them is tbe finding of a bottle set 
adrift more tban a year ago. 
In Marcn of 1900 Stewart Gault put 
a note in a bottle and dropped it into 
the Musklnguna. I is fate is told in the 
following written on a postal card and 
mailed at Dresden. 
"DUBSDKK, O., April 25,1901. 
"Your note in bottle dated March 8 
1900 found today among some logs 
that bad drifted ia on a cable which 
we have stretched and use as a foot, 
aridge 
across Wakatomika creek 
about 500 yards above where it empties 
into the Muskmgum rjver. Tbe river 
is running over into toe creek today. 
That is how ic got ou| of the river 
channel. 
"•', 
"JOHN HESTDJSI*" 
Tbe travels of the bottle would 
make an interesting story if it were 
possible to trace its Journey day by 
day from tbe time it was set afloat in 
the Muskingum. It Jtnay not have 
gone farther than a few feet from the 
point where it was launched until the 
flood came to drive it toward the 
south, or it may have been landed on 
some sunny sandbar wnere it waited 
for more water to continue us jour- 
ney, or it may nave lodged in tbe drift 
near where it was finally found.

gum county, but what became of him 
and whether he fell in tbe war of 1812 
are facts hidden in the dust of almost 
a century.

SITUATION BOUND TO GROW WORSE.

Peking, April 27.—The Boxers are 


aggressively active in the provinces 
A band of about 1.000 is operating 20 
miles south of Pao Ting Fu. It has 
raided three villages within a week 
and threatens to massacre the Chris- 
tians in-thatyviclnlty, many of whom 
have fled to Pao Ting Fu for refuge. 
In the Man-Cheng district, northeast 
of Pao Ting. Fu, another band is com 
mitting depredations, and has an 
nbunced its intention to attack the 
city of Man-Cheng, where there Is a 
post of 20 German soldiers. 


Even Pao Ting Fu, since the town 


was practically denuded of troops by 
, the ^expedition to Uie great wall, is not 
wanting in evidences of serious unrest 
among the more disorderly elements 
of the population. Competent observ- 
ers believe that the worst class ot 
Chinese are only awaiting the with- 
drawal of the foreign ti-oops to resume 
the campaign of extermination against 
native^ Christians. 


The Boxers, who are reported active 


Jn .these parts, are composed of the 
worst 
characters in the province. 


They prefer brigandage to honest 
labor and they are reinforced by peo 
pie rendered desperate by being driven 
from their homes, by having their 
horses and cattle seized by the foreign 
troops, and in many cases by being 
compelled to witness the killing of 
their kinsmen without provocation. 
The; evil appears to be growing. No 
doubt the state of affairs is much 
worse than it was three months ago, 
and it must continue to grow worse so 
long as the allies fail to form an 
efficient government or to allow the 
Chinese to deal with the situation in 
their own wav. 


A Daring Scheme. 


Paris, April 27.—The Gaulols affirms 


that General Bailloud and Colonel 
Marchand some time ago contemplat- 
ed an attempt to seize the Chinese 
empress and court. General Bailloud 
approached Colonel Marchaud and 
asked Ulin If he would undertake a 
certain enterprise which would very 
probably hasten the end of hostilities. 
The colonel replied that he was will- 
ing, and General Bailloud and Mar- 
chsnd drow up a plan, the execution 
of which was venturesome but feasi- 
ble. The diplomats, hcv.-^ver, opposed 
tho scheme, and it fell through.
